GIVE $140 FOR 
ARMS SECTION 
IN LIBR A R Y 


The former Gettysburg Dra­ 
matic Club which was active dur­ 
ing the 1929s has donated $140 to 
the Adams County Library to set 
up a section in the library de­ 
voted to the dramatic arts in 
memory’ of the late Dr. Richard 
Arms, a former member of the 
Gettysburg College faculty. 
The society was organized in 
1930 by a group of young Gettys- 
burgians who were interested in 
amateur theatricals. 
Dr. Arms 
offered to direct the players. Most 
of the local productions were 
Broadway plays. 
Local organizations gave the 
club a small commission from net 
profits for producing the plays for 
their benefit. It is recalled that 
the musical “Oh Boy'* was given 
for the benefit of the American 
Legion Post with good results. 
Two or three productions were 
given each year, starting in the 
Walters Theater on York St., now 
the Peoples Drug Store building, 
and later the Majestic Theater. 
The first play in the Majestic 
was the musical comedy of “Bim­ 
bo.” It played to a full house. 
Annually a play was given for 
the benefit of the Gettysburg 
Fire Company, and the remuner­ 
ation was to be guests at the an­ 
nual firemen’s banquet. 
Some of the club’s members 
have passed away, some have 
married and moved from this lo­ 
cality, but a few still residing in 
Gettysburg are: Mrs. Marie Co­ 
don Roy.

COURT RULES 
UN PETITION 
UF PRISUNER 


The Adams County court has 
granted a rule on a petition for 
a writ of habtas corpus filed 
by Charles Gladfelter for his 
release from 
Rockview State 
Correctional Institution, where 
he has been an inmate since his 
sentence in February, 1962, on 
a charge of burglary, larceny 
and receiving stolen goods. 
The 
court order states 
‘‘a 
rule is granted upon the dis­ 
trict attorney and A. C. Caved, 
superintendent, 
State 
Correc­ 
tional Institution, Rockview, to 
show 
cause 
why 
a 
writ 
of 
habeas corpus should not issue 
on the within petition, return­ 
able 15 days after service.” 
In 
his 
petition, 
Gladfelter 
claims that he was held incom­ 
municado in the Adams County 
jail for 86 hours for the pur­ 
pose of securing a confession 
and that he was “coerced into 
pleading 
guilty” 
to 
charges 
which he denies he perpetrat­ 
ed. He also claims that he was 
not represented by counsel prior 
to or at the time of sentencing. 
He was arrested December 29, 
1961, by Jam es A. Treas, of the 
state police, and was charged 
before Justice of the Peace An­ 
na M. Thompson. He claims 
that when he refused to plead 
guilty he was placed in soli­ 
tary confinement. 
CLAIMS INNOCENCE 
He 
appeared 
again 
before 
Justice Thompson January 2, 
1962, 
claimed 
innocence 
and 
was 
recommitted 
to 
solitary 
confinement. He claims in his 
petition that the officer told him 
“ he would stay there until he 
pled 
guilty.” 
Gladfelter 
said 
he agreed to plead guilty and 
was returned to the justice’s 
office for hearing. He appeared 
in sentence court February 17, 
1962, 
and 
was 
sentenced 
to 
serve 
two-and-a-half 
to 
five 
years in Eastern Penitentiary. 
Gladfelter’s p e t i t i o n also 
claims that while he was an 
inmate in the Adams County 
jail he was not permitted to 
smoke and was given "very lit 
tie food” at each meal. He fur­ 
ther claims that he was not per 
mitted to send or receive mail 
and the sheriff denied his re­ 
quest to call an attorney.

"The last thing in the world I 
wanted to do in my retirem ent 
was to try to run a political or­ 
ganization or give orders or 
pull strings.” 
The July ll issue of the m ag­ 
azine carries an account of an 
interview that Cousins had with 
the

president 
at 
his 
Gettysburg, Pa., home June 26. 
Cousins wrote that Republi­ 
can presidential aspirants and 
their supporters have beset Ei­ 
senhower in attem pts “ to cap­ 
ture the favor of a man who 


has no desire to direct or be­ 
come enmeshed in partisan po­ 
litical warfare.” 
Eisenhower is quoted as say­ 
ing: 
“Trying to dictate who the 
man should be who would offer 
himself to the voters for the 
most im portant job in this coun­ 
try is completely out of keep­ 
ing with what I want to do—or, 
indeed, what I believe anyone 
has the right to do.” 
Cousins reported: 
“ He said 
he was not a king maker. He 
didn’t believe the party was a 
one-man affair. One-man rule 
of anything was obnoxious to 
him.”

mittee: 
“ As you know Article III, 
Section 2, of the Department 
Constitution provides that the 
American Legion ‘shall be ab- 
s o I u t e I y nonpolitical.’ This 
phraseology refers to official 
Legion action and not to indi­ 
vidual action. There is nothing 
wrong with a group of individ­ 
uals, who are members of the 
American Legion, from advocat­ 
ing a person’s candidacy, but 
for an American Legion post to 
do so, or for an officer in the 
name of the post to do so, is 
contrary to the provisions of 
the 
constitution 
referred 
to 
above. 
IN VIOLATION 
“ By the letter, which was 
sent out by the Allied Veterans 
Council, the American Legion 
representatives would 
be do­ 
ing negatively what they could 
not do positively. They would 
be advocating the defeat of a 
person for political office, rather

The Supreme Court of Pennsyl­ 
vania has affirmed the opinion 
of Judge W. C. Sheely in a Fulton 
County case testing the validity 
of the occupation tax levied by 
the Southern Fulton School Dis­ 
trict. The Supreme Court decision 
upheld the local court 6-1, with 
Justice Cohen dissenting. 
A group of ll Fulton County 
taxpayers filed an objection July 
14, 1961, to the tax ordinance of 
200 mills on occupation. The Ful­ 
ton County court sustained the or­ 
dinance, 
In June, 
1962, the taxpayer 
group appealed the court’s de­ 
cision on grounds of its constitu­ 
tionality, charging that the school 
board failed to advertise the levy. 
COURT RULING 
The statute provides that the 
board can reinstate the same tax 
ordinance without advertising in 
advance but must advertise that 
the tax has been re-enacted An 
advertisement must appear within 
IO days after the tax has been 
re-enacted. 
The court held that since no 
one could take action re-enacting 
the tax, the 10-day notice was 
not mandatory, but really direct­ 
ory and therefore failure to give 
notice would not invalidate the 
tax. 
In his opinion. Judge Sheely 
said, “The primary duty of a 
board of school directors is to 
provide for public education; the 
duty to levy taxes is a means to 
that end. It would be unthinkable 
that the school system .vhould col­ 
lapse because of neglect of school 
directors to levy the necessary 
tax within the time provided by 
the statute or to publish an ad­ 
vertisement that had no value 
in itself.”

Earthquake Hits Mexico 
And Takes Lives Of 31 


MEXICO CITY (AP) — The 
earthquake that rocked 
Mexi­ 
co’s 
Pacific coastal 
state of 
Guerrero took 31 lives, the gov­ 
ernment says, but no damage 
or casualties were reported in 
the crowded resort of Acapulco. 
The quake early Monday was 
felt both in Acapulco and in this 
capital city 175 miles to the 
northeast. Buildings swayed in 
Mexico City but dam age was 
light and only one man was 
slightly injured.

State said most of the 31 vic­ 
tims were crushed under col­ 
lapsing buildings in mountain 
villages.

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Coldwater Plans To Wage 2 
Rough Campaign Against 
Johnson lf Nominated

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
Barry Coldwater has indicated 
that if he gets the Republican 
presidential nomination his cam ­ 
paign 
against 
President 
John­ 
son will be rougher than those 
of recent years. 
But he has been moving cau­ 
tiously in his double task of try­ 
ing to cool any opposition to him 
among Republicans while going 
ahead with his efforts to sew up 
the nomonation. 
The Associated Press recent­ 
ly asked him bis position on a 
num ber of issues. The answers, 
prepared 
by 
his 
staff 
from 
some of his recent statements, 
were released over the week­ 
end. 


CAMPAIGN ISSUES 
He was asked what the main 
campaign issues will be. Sever­ 
al were listed and wound up 
with 
this: 
“ . . . the 
dark 
shadow of scandal that hangs 
even over the White House it­ 
self.” There has been no scan­ 
dal talk in recent campaigns. 
There was no explanation for 
what 
Coldwater 
meant. 
But. 
since he considers this a main 
point, it can be assumed he 
would ham m er away at it. 
lf Coldwater gets the nomina­ 
tion. which looks likely, he will 
need not only all the Republican 
votes he can get afterward but 
also those of the usually Demo­ 
cratic Southern states. He has 
said a Republican couldn’t win 
without them. 


"FED ER A L POLICE FORCE” 
His votes against the civil 
rights bill angered a number of 
Republicans 
already 
against 
him. So far as can be seen it 
lost him none of his supporters. 
It probably endeared him to a 
lot of Southern whites. 
He said the bill, voted into 
law July 2. flies in the face of 
the Constitution 
and 
enforce­ 
ment of some of its sections 
would ne^d a “ federal police 
force of mammoth proportions.” 
He meant the sections pro­ 
hibiting discrimination in public 
accommodations 
and 
employ­ 
ment. But his “no” vote gave 
Pennsylvania’s Gov. William W. 
Scranton, his leading opponent 
for the nomination, an issue at 
the Republican convention open­ 
ing next Monday in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
SCRANTON STRATEGY 
As the Republican platform 
committee gathered there Sun­ 
day for days of hearings before 
ham m ering the party’s positions 
and 
promises 
together, 
the 
Scranton forces* strategy was 
obvious: How to create divisions 
a t the hearings and come up 
with conclusions the Coldwater 
forces couldn’t support. 
The senator and his advisers 
bad plenty of time to prepare 
for such a move. Equally obvi­ 
ous for him would be to com­ 
promise where he could to avoid 
party splits. 
But there was a very sore 
point: How compromise on a 
civil rights plank without alien­ 
ating the South since, if elected 
president. Coldwater would be 
expected to carry through on 
whatever the platform prom 
ised? 
The 
Coldwater 
forces 
seemed prepared for this, too. 
CHIEF SPOKESMAN 
On a television show Sunday. 
I he senator’s chief spokesman 
on 
the 
platform 
committee. 
Rep. John J. Rhodes, an Ari­ 
zona 
Republican, 
was 
asked 
about Coldwater’s views on 
civil rights plank 
He gave an answer which 
might pacify Republicans and 
soothe the South. 
He said Coldwater would go 
along with a plank, suggested 
by Scranton, which called for 
penalizing 
states 
that 
denied 
their citizens a vote. Under the 
14th Amendment a state could 
be deprixed of representatives 
in Congress in proportion to the 
number of people not voting 
But this could never be done 
without a tremendous fight in 
Congress. 
CIVIL RIGHTS 
Rhodes was also asked what 
Coldwater, as president, woulr 
do about enforcing the Civil 


Rights Act which he said is con­ 
trary to the Constitution. 
Rhodes had an answer for 
for that, too. “Sen. Coldwater 
as president of the United States 
would certainly require a rea­ 
sonable degree of enforcement 
which I think would please any­ 
body.” 
Reasonable 
is 
a 
debatable 
word. 
Enforcement 
which 
seemed reasonable to Southern 
whites, who oppose the Civil 
Rights Act, might greatly dis 
please Negroes who want its 
protection.

It was the third major Com 
monist 
attack in the centra 
highlands within a week. 
On Saturday, Red guerrillas 
overran a U.S. Special Forces 
training camp for Vietnamese 
troops at Polei Krong, killing 45 
Vietnamese 
and wounding 25 
defenders, including two Amer­ 
icans. 
Last Wednesday. Communist 
guerrillas attacked a large gov 
em inent army convoy near the 
high Mane Yang Pass. Twenty 
nine government 
troops were 
killed. 24 were wounded and 
five were listed as missing. The 
convoy was saved from com­ 
plete annihilation by the guns 
of two U.S. helicopters. 
The battle Monday at Nam 
Dan camp raised the number of 
Americans killed in combat in 
South Viet Nam since late 1961 
to 151. with two others missing 
and presumed dead.

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GAIN IN JOBS; 
JOB - SEEKERS 
ALSO INCREASE

NEW YORK (AP)—Finding a 
Job is tougher this summer. 
That's so despite a gain in the 
number of jobs 
A record of 
nearly 72 million Americans are 
at work. 
The job .scramble is rough 
because there are more stu­ 
dents looking for them. There 
are always a lot when school 
lets out. This year there are 
more. 
Rut beyond that, there are 
more adults entering the labor 
force just now. This happens 
whenever times are good and 
the number of jobs expands. 
That pulls a lot of off and-on 
workers into the labor force. 
Since they usually have skills 
from earlier periods of employ­ 
ment, they are likely to get the 
jobs at the expense o. the new 
comers without experience. 
POPULATION GROWTH 
The population growth by it 
self, and its specific manifesta­ 
tion of more students looking 
for sum m er work, would have 
pulled about 1.2 million more 
people into the labor force this 
summer than last. The Labor 
Department says that this time 
Hie force increased by 1.5 mil­ 
lion over last year to a total of 
79.4 million. 
It reports that while employ­ 
ment went up by about 850,000 
in June as outdoor jobs and rec­ 
reational work opened up, un­ 
employment 
advanced by 
1.1 
million. 
The economy is running fast, 
but not fast enough in the job 
sector to hold even with the de­ 
mand. 
MANY TEEN AGERS 
Some 800.000 of the unem­ 
ployed are teen-agers, or 15 per 
cent of the youngsters looking 
for work. 
The Labor Department indi­ 
cates that high school graduates 
had better luck this year in find­ 
ing jobs than did college gradu­ 
ates. 
Disturbing to the departm ent 
was the rise in unemployment 
among adult men. The teen age 
problem was expected. Wash­ 
ington had hoped that the older 
men were in for better days. 
UNEMPLOYMENT 
The 
rate 
of unemployment 
among all men over 20 rose to 
4 per cent of the labor force, 
c o lla re d with 3.6 per cent in 
May. 
The 
rise 
among 
adult 
women was only to 5.1 per cent 
from 5 per cent. 
When the rate of unemploy­ 
ment for all ages dropped in 
^Iay to 5.1 per cent, many had 
hoped that the long struggle to 
bring this down by an increase 
in economic growth was at last 
bearing fruit. In June the rate 
was 5.3 per cent. The June rise 
in unemployment of 1.1 million 
brought the total to 4.7 million. 
The long struggle to get the 
Jobless rate down to around 4 
per cent of the labor force still 
is a tough one. The number of 
jobs increase. But those who 
want to fill them increase even 
faster.

CHICAGO (AP) — A strong 
civil rights plank committed to

Scranton said Monday.

‘‘As the party of Lincoln, the 
Republican party is committed 
to taking further steps, at all 
levels of government, to insure 
that the wrongs of discrim ina­ 
tion shall be finally and fully 
eliminated,” said Scranton.
